Combine Assets To Reduce Need for Expansion 


To the Editor: 

The Wayne County Airport Authority 
Board has control over two airports: Willow 
Run and Detroit Metro. They need to take 
a look at how these assets can be managed 
together before deciding to expand outside 
of Metro Airport’s current boundaries. 

For example, moving cargo services 
from Metro Airport to Willow Run would 
give Metro Airport more capacity for pas- 
senger services. Willow Run — which is close 
to I-94, 1-275, and US 23 — already has 
five runways, a 24-hour FAA control tower, 
and US customs operations. 

Since the airports are within 12 miles 
of each other, and together have 11 run- 


ways, the Airport Authority should develop 
a master plan that combines operations of 
both airports. Planning the two airports 
together would be a more efficient and re- 
sponsible management of the assets afforded 
to our region without disrupting the com- 
munities and displacing our residents.

The Wayne County Airport Authority 
has announced that it will host six public- 
information “Open House” programs to 
give local community members an oppor- 
tunity to learn more about the Authority's 
proposed Master Plan for Detroit Metro- 
politan Wayne County Airport. 

“The Airport Authority has been and 
remains committed to developing an Air- 
port Master Plan for Detroit Metro that 
meets the needs of the entire region we 
serve,” said Wayne County Airport Author- 
ity CEO Lester Robinson. “These addi- 
tional sessions will help advance our effort 
to include as much public input as possible 
in the planning process, and to develop the 


Master Plan in the most transparent man- | 


ner possible.” 

Open House sessions will be held at the 
Metropolitan Hotel (31500 Wick Road) on: 
° Wednesday, April 23, from 1 to 4 p.m. 

e - Wednesday, April 23, from 6 to 9 p.m. 
e ‘Tuesday, April 29, from 9 a.m. to noon 
e Tuesday, April 29, from 6 to 9 p.m.

All six Open House sessions will pro- 
vide the same resources, but the schedule 
is staggered across three dates and time slots 
to maximize community participation, said 
Robinson. Details about the Master Plan 
will be provided using informational dis- 
plays (including large charts and maps), and 
representatives from the Airport Authority's 
planning team will be available through- 
out each session to personally address each 
participant's questions and concerns. 

Community members are encouraged 
to stop by at any time during any of the 
Open Houses, and to stay until all of their 
questions are answered. 

“By providing 18 hours of availability 
across three different dates when Airport 
stakeholders can drop in at their leisure, this 
Open House format will provide commu- 
nity members with several chances to in- 


_teract directly, one-on-one, with a member 


of the Authority’s planning team,” Robinson 
said. | 

At its meeting on March 20, the Air- 
port Authority Board deferred action on the 
Airport's proposed Master Plan until its May 
22 meeting to allow additional time for 
community concerns to be addressed. 

Many area residents — particularly 
those in Romulus — were upset to learn that 
the proposed plan calls for the construc- 
tion of an additional runway that would 
displace more than 3,500 residents and 800 
homes on the City’s south side, as well as 
one to two elementary schools and about 
30 industrial properties, according to City 
estimates. The City would stand to lose over 
$900,000 annually in tax revenue; the 
schools, about $1.7 million. 

Both City and District officials fear 
that such losses would be devastating to the 
community, and are urging the Airport 
Authority to come up with an alternative 
plan that would have significantly less im- 
pact on the surrounding area. 

Yet, Robinson believes that Airport ex- 
pansion is necessary because the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) estimates 
that passenger traffic at Detroit Metro Air- 
port will increase an average of 2.3% an- 
nually. As a result, Detroit Metro expects 
to see nearly 60 million passengers and more 
than 800,000 takeoffs and landings each 
year by 2025. 

Robinson added that a Master Plan is 
required by the FAA from any airport that 
plans to seek federal funding for airport de- 
velopment projects. The purpose of Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport's proposed Master Plan 
is to develop a basic layout of physical im- 
provements that will be needed if the demand 
and activity increase to the levels expected. 

“A strong Master Plan is essential to en- 
suring that the Airport remains among the 
safest, most reliable, and most efficient air trans- 
port hubs in the world and a powerful eco- 
nomic engine for southeast Michigan,” he
